ORDER 

(Passed on this 30th day of September 1999) 

This relates to a representation made by the Shipping Corporation 
of India (SCI) for giving retrospective effect to the Authority’s order passed on 5 
September 99, about fixation of storage charges for abandoned FCL Containers / 
shipper owned containers and ‘other than shipper owned containers’. 
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2. Ordinarily, tariff fixation orders are enforced only prospectively. 
Giving retrospective operation to such orders will create (avoidable) 
complications besides causing an accounting chaos. The very practicability of 
the proposition will be open to question. The stated policy of the Authority is 
also, therefore, not to give any retrospective effect to its Order unless there are 
very special circumstances warranting the same. In the present case of the SCI, 
the Authority does not find any such circumstances for giving retrospective effect 
to its Order dated 5 September 1999. 

3. In the result, and for the reasons given above, the Authority hereby 
rejects the application of Shipping Corporation of India.
